Babson Urges Revival 


Roger W. Babson, nationally known 
economist and author, told an audience in 
the Sacramento Elks Temple that after 
the present European war the world will 
have to catch up spiritually before it can 
advance materially. Babson told his audi- 
ence he believes there will be a revival of 
the preaching of “hell fire and brimstone.” 
“That kind of preaching,” he declared, 
“was largely responsible for the hardy, 
thrifty, and religious race that created the 
United States. The ministers preached 
against sin and demanded repentance. 
They insisted that men must be born again 
before they could become good citizens.”

America back to God! 
No Bible Blackout 


Despite war there has been no “Bible 
blackout” in either Europe or Asia. This 
was the report last week of the American 
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Bible Society, headquarters of which are in 
New York City. In 1939 according to the 
Society there was a remarkable increase in 
the distribution of Bibles in both those 
continents. In 1939 incomplete figures 
from Germany showed that 1,225,000 
Bibles were distributed, a substantial in- 
crease over 1938. In Hungary 169,000 were 
sold, more than double the sales in 1938. 
In Czechoslovakia the 1938 circulation of 
50,876 was increased by 50 per cent. Po- 
land bought 135,000 last year, compared 
to 54,000 in 1938; Latvia and Lithuania, 
194,000, compared to 117,000; the Nether- 
lands, 197,537, compared to 87,206. In 
France nearly twice as many Bibles were 
distributed last year as in 1938, despite the 
war. Even more encouraging to the So- 
ciety was the distribution of Bibles in the 
Far East last year. There the Society dis- 
tributed more than 1,500,000 volumes and 
still was not able to meet the demand. 
Jewish Population 


Poland has the largest number of Jews 
among the nations with ten per cent of its 
population being Jewish, but according to 
Dr. Conrad Hoffman, Jr., the United 
States is second. At present three per cent 
of our population are Jews. New York 
City with over 2,000,000 Jews is by far the 
largest Jewish city in the world. Chicago 
ranks second with a Jewish population of 
400,000; next is Warsaw (Poland), and 
fourth, Philadelphia, with approximately 
300,000 Jews. There are five times as 
many Jews in New York City as in all of 
Britain and Ireland, and almost four times 
as many as were in Germany when Hitler 
began his campaign against them. When 
Hitler came to power less than one per 
cent of the German population were 
Jewish. 

Let us pray that as long as Jews remain 
in America they shall enjoy full citizenship 
privileges. God has promised to bless the 
nations who are friends of Israel. 
Missing Persons 

The United States holds the unique 
position in the world of having more miss- 
ing persons than any other nation. In the 
last twelve months 870,000 persons were 
reported missing. A breakdown of cases 


shows: 277,000 were missing debtors wht}j 
tried to evade payment of various sorts cf 
bills; 393,000 were missing stockholder: 
witnesses, and insurance policy holder: 
200,000 were missing relatives. Twice < 
many men as women disappear.

As we grew older, however, 
our dear mother in her farsight would

schooling with us—lead us on to think for 


ourselves, and to point to some of the 
follies of the forms in Hebrew observance. 
One story which she told us came vividly 
_ back to me after my conversion: When a 


cup of wine was set aside on Easter night 


for “Elia hanofo” (Elijah the prophet) 
she would get up during the night and 
drink the wine. On being arrayed with the 


- other children, who all pleaded not guilty, 
she would say, “The Elia hanofo came and 


drank it.” 


Dear mother did not know then 


that she was not telling the truth. She 
- often told us things in advance which took 


place in our home town. 


The treatment we received at the hands 
of the Catholic children, on account of 
being Jews, or for killing their Jesus, did 
not inspire us with any particular love for 


the man they were talking about and called 


their God. His face was so marred that it 
was impossible to recognize him. Seeing 


no more than the pictures and statues of 


v 


their God, we Hebrew children would take 
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every opportunity to retaliate. When they 
would take off their hats or bow we would 
spit on the ground and turn away in pass- 
ing their altars. When we thought our- 
selves unobserved we would throw stones 
at the statues, and then run for all we were 
worth. Our parents did not know about 
this, our bad behavior. My parents were 
very tolerant, and I remember my father 
being upbraided in later years for follow- 
ing in funeral processions, when one of his 
war comrades was taken to the grave. I 
am still very thankful to a priest, who lov- 
ingly instructed me preparatory to my en- 
tering the high school. 


When still a babe I was taken very ill. 
I remember the ordeal I had to go through 
when the ice bag was put on my head. As 
I would not take any nourishment, I re- 
ceived a forced diet of medicine for about 
a month, and on account of high fever I 
was not even allowed a drop of water. This 
information I have from my parents, but 
after I had received my baptism in the 
Holy Spirit the Lord brought many of the 
incidents of my childhood to my remem- 
brance and showed me that He was in it 
all to work it out for His glory. Truly 
from my mother’s womb has He called me 
and watched over me. One afternoon as 
I had swooned away under the pressure of 
the ice, which seemed like a devouring fire, 
a neighbor came in and called me by name 
three times. I heard him but I could not 
answer for weakness. He then said, “He 
is dead.” At first a fear came over me, 
but all of a sudden I felt so good that I 
was glad I was dead. All pain had left, 
and after that awful pressure in my body I 
felt as light as air. A little boy happened 
to be sick unto death in Homburg at that 
time, and his parents had sent to the city 
of Wuerzburg for a professor from the 
University. He arrived about midnight, 
but too late. Still, in her grief, the mother, 
who had not heard of my previous death, 
asked the physician to stop at our place 
up the street, where another little boy was 
very ill and was not expected to live. After

Throughout the world today there are 
those who are continually asking them- 
selves the question, “What do I live for? 
What is the supreme purpose in life? Life 
to me is what?” 

And the answer is a secret, locked within 
the breast of each one. This answer will 
reveal the object of one’s ideals, the pur- 
pose of one’s ambition. “For me to live 
is ae? 

A group of people declare that for them 
to live is money. Nightly they dream of 
gold; daily they plan for wealth. The 
merchant says, “What amount of goods 
can I handle to get the largest gain?” The 
banker says, “How little interest can I 
pay for the money placed in my trust?” 
The manufacturer’s problem is, “How low 
can I keep my workers’ wages for the - 
greatest returns in labor?” In turn, the 
working man wants to know how much 
wages he can secure for the least amount 
of work. 

Money is a poor standard. It breeds 
hatred and malice. Humanity lies, steals, 
and commits murder for gold and silver. 
The rich farmer whom Jesus refers to in 
His parable had plenty of goods and to 
spare. He sought to lull his soul into ease 
and satisfaction of gain, but God said, 
“Thou fool, this night thy soul shall be 
required of thee.” 

Others say for them to live is honor. 
They seek the applause of the world. They 
love the praise of men. As a flower is 
first a bud and then a blossom, and finally 
withers and dies, so it is with popularity. 
The same crowd that cheers a person to- 
day, forgets tomorrow. Worldly honor 
breeds selfishness, it is elusive and treach- 


.erous, creates false independence and 


makes one arrogant and conceited. 

Knowledge is the supreme desire of some 
lives. Theirs is an insatiable thirst for 
mental attainments. In their quest for 
knowledge many often sacrifice health of 
body and spiritual life. The apostle Paul 
tells us that “Whether there be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away.”

such. Paul speaks of this in Colossians

adds, “Which things have indeed a shew: 
of wisdom in will-worship, and humility, 
and neglecting of the body.” 

Contrast, if you will, such a program of ff 
religion with a life in which our bodies and _ 
minds with all their endowments are used 
to their fullest capacity for the glory of ff 
God and the welfare of man. I am re-. 
minded just here of a passage (1 Cor. 8:8) 
which bears upon this subject wherein Pau! 
says, “But meat commendeth us not to & 
God: for neither, if we eat, are we the jh 
better; neither, if we eat not, are we the 
worse.” Romans 14:17, 18, “For the 
kingdom of God is not meat and drink; | 
but righteousness, and peace, and joy in | 
the Holy Ghost. For he that in these things 
serveth Christ is acceptable to God, and fh 
approved of men.” The teaching of the 
Scripture is that the body is not vile. In | 
Phil. 3:21 our Authorized Version states, | 

“who shall change our vile body, that it 
may be fashioned like unto His glorious |fp 
body,” etc. The better rendering of this |) 
passage is: “who shall change the body of | 
our humiliation, that it may be fashioned | | 
like unto His blonans body.” If this were | 
not true, it would contradict 1 Cor. 6:19 | 
which states that the body of the believer | 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost.

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Tho ‘Wloaning OF Sanctification 


_ Holy is a word that pertains peculiarly 
to God. It embraces the sum total of the 
divine attributes. To say that God is holy 
is to say that He is separate from man in 
rature and character. 

It was a vision of God’s holiness that 
gave Isaiah his message, namely, the trans- 
cendence and holiness of God. “In the year 
that king Uzziah died I saw also the Lord 
sitting upon a throne, high and lifted up, 
and His train filled the temple.” The 
young prophet evidently placed great con- 
fidence in the capable king, but when Uz- 
ziah failed God and was smitten with 
leprosy Isaiah discovered that his idol had 
feet of clay. In his disillusionment he wait- 
ed upon God and caught a vision of the 
Holy One who never fails. One of the 
most significant features of this chapter 
is the contrast between the dead king and 
the exalted living God. | 

The vision of the Lord’s holiness made 
Isaiah conscious of his own defilement, but 
a coal from off the altar (which is the 
place of sanctification) cleansed him. 
Thus we learn that the Holy One sancti- 
fies men and makes them holy. “Ye shall 
be holy for I the Lord your God am holy.” 
Tf one would ask an Israelite the reason 
for all his observances and acts of self- 
denial and worship, he would reply, “My 
‘desire is to be like my God.” And the as- 
piration of every Christian should be to 
conform to the likeness of his Master. 
That is the essence of holiness. 

Many have wondered about the reason 
for the distinctions in the book of Leviti- 
cus: the Israelite may eat one kind of food 
and not another; he may wear one 
kind of garment but not another, etc. The 
purpose of these laws is to remind the Is- 
raelite that there are really two worlds in 
one—the good world God made, and the 
perverted world made by sinful man. He 
must therefore discern between that which 
is good and evil, holy and impure, and al- 
ways choose that which is good. And this 
is the task of a person living a holy life, 
to discern between God’s world and man’s 
world and to choose that which is the best 
for his spiritual life. 

We read in Hebrews 5:14, “But strong 
meat belongeth to them that are of full 
age, even those who by reason of use have 
their senses exercised to discern both good

and evil.” In a certain sense a holy person 
is a spiritually immature person. Being 
holy means being grown up. A grown-up 
person does what he ought to do, when he 
ought to do it, as he ought to do it, why 
he ought to do it (that is, with the right 
motive), and by living this way each one 
of us may become a saint with a small “s.” 


Sanctification is simply a matter of 
God’s changing human nature. Some say, 
“I was converted.” I believe in daily con- 
version. We are not saved by character, 
but salvation produces character. Salva- 
tion is the beginning of a new type of life. 


Consider some of the means that God 
uses in changing our nature to make us 
like Jesus Christ. We can’t expect God to 
do everything; we have our part to do. 
When a Chinaman was asked how he was 
so successful in bringing folk in to hear 
the gospel he said, “Me get down on knees 
and talkie, talkie, talkie; then me get up 
and walkie, walkie, walkie.” 


There are three means that God uses 
in changing human nature so that we die 
more and more to sin and become more 
and more like Jesus Christ: 


1. The blood of Jesus Christ is 
the only remedy for sin. Some say 
the doctrine of the fall of man is 
degrading and pessimistic. It is one 
of the most encouraging things we know 
of. If there was no fall of man, then sin 
is native to the nature of man and can’t 
be taken out. But if sin is an intruder and 
a usurper, then it can be driven out. We 
are sanctified by the blood (Heb. 13:12; 
Heb. 10:14). 


The Jewish rabbis taught, “Do holy 
deeds and you are holy.” It was, do and 


— live. There were no seats in the tabernacle; 


the priests’ work was never done—they 
could not offer a finished sacrifice. “But 
this Man, after He had offered one sacri- 
fice for sins forever, sat down on the right 
hand of God.” (Heb. 10:12). We were 
redeemed 1900 years ago, but only found 
it out when we were saved. 


You should never pray for deliverance 
from sin. Nowhere in the New Testament 
after the day of Pentecost do you read of 
Christians praying for deliverance from 
sin. Why? Because for 1900 years we have 


been delivered from sin. He has already 
done it. Believe it and receive it. We are 
to be under the blood and another thing to 
stay under the blood. After being sancti- 
fied by the blood we must stay under the 
blood. Temptation is not sin; but it is sin 
to yield to that temptation. 


We can’t say it is a finished work and 
then live any way we please. 


_ 2. We are sanctified by the Word of 
God. “Sanctify them through Thy truth; 
Thy word is truth.” (John 17:17). “That 
He might sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word.” (Eph. 
5:26). “Now ye are clean through the 
word which I have spoken unto you.” 
(John 15:3). As the outer man looks into 
a mirror to know what he looks like, so the 
inner man can see his condition by looking 
into the Word of God. (James 1:23-25). 
If you want to learn about human nature 
don’t read books on psychology, read the 
Bible. 


3, We are sanctified by the Holy Ghost. 
(1 Cor. 6:11; 1 Peter 1:2). For six years 
the apostles did not preach the gospel to 
the Gentiles because they were afraid of 
disobeying the word of Moses. Petet’s vi- 
sion on the housetop and the experience at 
Cornelius’ house showed that there is no 
sanctification by the law with its ceremo- 
nies. It’s one thing to receive the Spirit and 
another thing to walk in the Spirit. 


When are we sanctified? Sanctification 
begins at conversion, for there is that side 
of salvation that deals with separation 
from sin and worldliness and the laying of 
our lives upon the altar for worship and 
service. But the Christian must continue 
in holiness, dying more and more to sin 
and become more and more like Jesus 
Christ. This is what we mean by progres- 
sive sanctification. 


A little girl once prayed, “Dear Lord, 
please make bad people good and gocd 
people nice.” In salvation God makes bad 
people good, and practical salvation is for 
the purpose of making good people 
“nice.” 


“These things write I unto you that ye 
sin not. And if any man sin, we have an 
Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous.”

manner. This is seen in the business meet- 
ings of our fellowship by the fact that our 
business is transacted according to the rules 
of parliamentary law. Not to do so would 
resul. in a free-for-all mob spirit, with 
everybody talking at once. Disorder and 
confusion would result. 

But I am not now thinking of our busi- 
ness meetings; I am thinking more espe- 
cially of the care of the various records of 
our churches. You will understand what 
I mean when I tell you that I have recently 
come upon a case where the deed to the 
property had been misplaced; one instance 
also in which neither the members nor the 
officers knew as to who owned the prop- 
erty in which they were worshipping, viz., 
whether it belonged to an individual or to 
the people. 

In some instances the church Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws had been misplaced or 
lost and the people were proceeding in a 
hit-and-miss method believing that some- 
how everything would be all right anyhow. 
Experience proves that sooner or later a 
church comes to a place where it absolutely 
must have that Constitution and By-Laws 
for the church, its officers and any who 
may be called to oversee the work in any 
capacity are “all at sea” without the guid- 
ance of this important document. By the 
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“Workers together with Him.” 


way, let me say this in passing: The Con- 
stitutions and By-Laws of our churches are 
not yokes that are imposed upon the peo- 
ple tending to bondage, but just the oppo- 
site; they are the means whereby God’s 
work is expedited and safeguarded. Just 
as the Constitution of the United States 
is the most precious document of our coun- 
try, so, next to the Bible itself, the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws of the church is the 
most necessary and important document of 
any church. Thus it is evident that great 
care should be exercised to preserve it 
carefully and know where it is at all times. 
In the calling and conducting of business 
meetings its use is all-important. If and 
when difficulties arise in a church then its 
value and absolute necessity are again 
realized. 

Recently, when conducting a business 
meeting, we asked for the minutes of pre- 
vious business meetings. They could not 
be found. Somebody who used to take the 
minutes had moved away or in electing 
some one to the office the former secretary 
had neglected to turn over the records to 
the new secretary and in the interim,— 
what had happened to the minutes? No- 
body knows. 

Then there is the roster of the church. 
This is likewise important. Does the pas- 
tor know who the members are? Does the 
church know? When it comes time to 
vote, is it perfectly clear as to who has a 
right to vote? Is the roster up to date? 
It ought to be revised frequently. Some of 
our members go to be with the Lord; some 
move away; others drift elsewhere. The 
pastor or the church secretary will render 
a real service to his church by keeping 
these records straight. 

I wish to speak also in regard to prop- 
erty that is lent to the church, such as the 
piano, rugs, etc. Of course it is better for 
a church to avoid borrowing these things 
if possible, but where it is necessary it is 
well to have a record as to whom these 
things belong. We would sound a note of 
warning also as to verbal agreements as to 
these or other matters. Everybody means 
well at the time, and no one ever dreams 


that difficulties might arise in the event off} 
change of pastor. or death, or unforseerr 

circumstances; but these things do occutifj 
and memory does not always recall the ar-j 
rangements and agreements that werel 
made at the time; often there are several# 
versions,—some definitely revised. There-}} 
fore, it is safest to have these agreements 
in black and white; then there can be nog 
misunderstanding. If any readers feel} 
that this picture is overdrawn let me state 
that as I write these lines there is a tele-} 
gram on my desk dealing with this veryy 
problem. 


Who should keep these various recordss 
—the deed to the property, the Constitusf} 
tion and By-Laws, the minutes of the buss 
iness meetings of the church, a copy of t 
roster, and any and all other papers having 
to do with the church? Do they belong «cd 
the pastor?

REVERENCE 


Have you noticed a lack of reverence 
among your Sunday School boys and 
girls? Some have come to me with com- 
plaints concerning this 
very thing. I am glad 
for this as it indicates 
that you are on the 
watch for God’s best for 
your Sunday School. 

Reverence is ordained 
of God and has always 
been associated with 
Him, His Name, His 
Word, and His work. 
Some say lack of reverence is merely the 
“spirit of the age.” No doubt this is 
somewhat true, but yet it also shows a lack 
of real teaching and training. 


The greatest source of training along 
these lines should take place in the home 
which in many cases it does not, and be- 
cause of this a greater responsibility falls 
on the Sunday School and the Sunday 
School teacher. Our example is the strong- 
est link in the chain of training in this 
respect. Where a careless attitude and 
lack of reverence prevails in a Sunday 
School among the boys and girls, you can 
usually trace it to the same careless, irrev- 
erent attitude (perhaps in a bit more dig- 
nified manner) among the older members 
of the congregation. Hence, let me repeat, 
our example of reverence is the first great 
step toward success in this training. 

Show us a child who is taught to rever- 
ence and honor God and the things per- 
taining to God, and there will be found a 
child that values God and His Word and 
His workings. 

Making our prayer time just a form or 
a part of routine tends to irreverence. Take 
time to teach your boys and girls to pray. 
Give them lessons on prayer. Help them 
to make individual prayer lists. Give them 
things to pray for. Have time of praise 
for answered prayer. Make Christ real to 
them. Insist on order and reverence dur- 
ing each prayer time and give them the 
reason for doing so.

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STUDIES IN REVELATION 


By J. NARVER GorTNER 
(Continued from last issue) 


STUDY XIV—THE SEALED AND 
SAVED OF THE TRIBU- 
LATION PERIOD 
Chapter 7 

We have in this chapter a twofold vis- 
ion: the first part a vision of what will take 
place on this earth before the storm of the 
tribulation shall break, and the second part 
a vision of what will be seen in heaven 
after the tribulation shall have run its 
course and come to a close. 

It is important that we recognize the 
parenthetical setting of this chapter. What 
we have here is a parenthesis. The events 
recorded here are not to be regarded as 
following, in chronological order, the 
events recorded in the previous chapter, 
where we read of the breaking of the first 
six seals of the seven-sealed book; or, as 
immediately preceding the events recorded 
in the chapters that follow. The first pat 
of this twofold vision informs us of what 
will take place on the earth before the first 
of the six seals shall be broken, and the 
second part of what will be seen in heaven 
after the sixth seal which leads us up to the 
end shall have marked the close of the 
tribulation period which will end with the 
second stage of our Lord’s second advent, 
namely, the revelation, or, “glorious ap- 
pearing of the great God and our Saviour, 
Jesus Christ.” 

I. The Sealing of the Elect of Israel 

Verses 1-8. Because we read here, “And 
after. these things,” etc., it has been taken 
for granted by many expositors that these 
events are to take place after the events of 
the preceding chapter. But this is a mis- 
take. What we have here in this chapter 
is the answer to the question with which 
chapter six is concluded: “who is able to 
stand?” It is undoubtedly true that in the 
vision John saw what he records in this 
chapter after he had witnessed the break- 
ing of the sixth seal, but this does not 
mean that the events which he saw taking 
place are to take place after the events he 
had already witnessed in the vision. He 
does not tell us that these events are to 
take place after those events, but he sim- 
ply says, “After these things I saw,” etc. 

What did he see? He “saw four angels 
standing on the four corners of the earth, 
holding the four winds of the earth, that 
the wind should not blow on the earth, nor 
on the sea, nor on any tree.” Mark the 


three-fold mention of the numeral four, 
which is the number of earth. What is 
described here will take place on the earth. 
The earth is to be the scene of the tribula- 
tion, and by “the four winds of the earth” 
we are to understand those worldwide de- 
structive agencies that will be used by God 
to mete out divine judgment to the earth 
dwellers during the tribulation period. 
These agencies are under the complete 
control of omnipotence. Not a single judg- 
ment can fall until God wills that it shall 
fall. God has always said to the destruc- 
tive agencies that have operated in this 
world as a result of the sin of our first 
parents at the beginning, “Thus far and 
no farther.” Satan, and all the powers of 
evil marshalled under his leadership, are 
under the control of God. Satan can only 
operate as God permits him to operate. If 
Satan could have his way he would un- 
doubtedly destroy every one of God’s chil- 
dren. But God restrains him. He is like 
a ferocious dog that has been chained and 
can only harm those that come within his 
teach. God’s children need not fear him 
as long as they live under the protection 


of the blood and walk with God. 


The storm of the tribulation is now 
about to break. The forces of evil under 
the domination of Satan are anxious to 
break their chains and bring destruction 
and death to the earth and to the earth 
dwellers. These four angels are commis- 
sioned to hold these forces in check for a 
brief season, and for a particular purpose, 
namely, that “the servants of our God” 
may be sealed “in their foreheads.” “And 
I saw another angel ascending from the 
east,” where the sun rises, “having the seal 
of the living God: and he cried with a loud 
voice to the four angels, to whom it was 
given to hurt the earth and the sea, hurt 
not the earth, neither the sea, nor the trees, 
till we have sealed the servants of our God 
in their foreheads.” 


God has always had a remnant, and He 
will have a remnant at the time of the end. 
Elijah thought at one time that he was the 
only worshiper of Jehovah left, but God 
said He had reserved seven thousand (1 
Kings 19:18; Rom. 11:4). At the time of 
the end there will be a much larger num- 
ber, 144,000. And these will all be of the 
earthly seed of Abraham as is evident from 
the fact that the names of the tribes are 
specifically mentioned. How anyone can 
imagine that they are Gentiles, or that any

God’s redeemed people are redeemed in 
the entirety of their being or personality. 
This is stated in 1 Cor. 6:20, “For ye are 
bought with a price: therefore glorify God 
in your body, and in your spirit, which are 
God’s.” The interest of God in the tripar- 
tite nature of man is further seen in 1 Thes. 
5:23 where Paul prays, “I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be preserved 


blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 


There have been many sermons preached 
on the general theme of “The Lord for 
the body,” but very few preached on the 
counterpart of that statement namely, 
“The Body for the Lord,” but is not this 
what Paul is saying in the last half of 
1 Cor. 6:13? “Now the body is not for 
fornication, but for the Lord; and the 
Lord for the body.” It is our personal 
conviction that the believer has not much 
right to ask the Lord to heal his body if 
he is abusing it or failing to use it for the 
glory of God. Those who remember that 
their body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
and not their own to do with, and use or 
abuse as they like, will be careful to obey 
Paul’s admonition in 1 Cor. 10:31 when 
he says, “Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to the 
glory of God.” Can you tell me of a more 
beautiful sight than that of a blood-washed 
child of God whose body and all its mem- 
bers are under Jesus’ control, and who is 
using them with all their marvelous possi- 
bilities for the glory of God? The pas- 
sions, appetites, and hungers of the body, 
left to themselves or controlled by the 
devil, will lead men into every form of 
sin, but brought under control by the aid 
of the abiding Holy Spirit who is in us, 
we may glorify God in our body, mind, 
and spirit which are His. If we are willing 
to cooperate with God and place our will 
on God’s side, we shall know blessed vic- 
tory. God neither can, nor does He do it 
all. The Apostle Paul states this when he 
says, “I keep under my body, and bring it 
into subjection.” If God cannot save a 
man against his will, neither can He keep 
him in a state of grace and holiness against 
his will. He must have our willing coop- 
eration.

a thorough examination the doctor asked 
for the best wine that could be gotten in 
town, proclaiming that I was not sick at 
Be tnuch to the astonishment of my peo- 
ple, who knew better—but that I was starv- 
ing to death if nourishment was not ad- 
ministered quickly. My father ran to a 
nearby farmer’s tavern. Because of the 
unusual hour they opened unto him after 
persistent knocking and brought him a 
bottle of wine from the cellar which had 
been put away for a number of years. Not 
long after I had taken the first sip so my 
parents told me—I opened my eyes, to their 
great joy, and today I say: to the glory of 
God. I was neither the oldest nor the 
youngest of my brothers, but my parents 
believed that God was with me in a special 
way. Often in after years when I wanted 
to leave school or start one thing or the 
other that did not meet with their ap- 
proval, my mother would tell me, “Do you 
not know that you are our pride and com- 
fort and that we have put our hope on you 
to bring us great joy in our old age?” But 
alas; how they were disappointed! 


A few years later I was taken sick again. 
It was on a Saturday afternoon when my 
parents had gone to the synagogue, and 
knowing me asleep they left one of my 
‘sisters in the house with me, but she went 
to the neighbor’s. The room was all dark, 
the shutters being closed. Suddenly there 
‘seemed to come something toward me from 
the air that looked like a little soap bubble. 
The bubbles increased in size as more and 
‘more were added to them. Then they 
began to settle on my chest, and these 
bubbles of air seemed like the weight of a 
‘mountain upon me. I wanted to scream, 
but could not. Finally, as a cry burst forth 
‘from my lips, the bubbles burst, and the 
whole room was filled with a glorious light. 
Every object was visible as though there 
were no shadow, no body to them. For He 
is all light, and in Him is no darkness at 
all. When the light disappeared, I was 
so scared I did not know what to do. I 
‘was not yet instructed in the ways of the 
Lord. I opened the windows and shutters 
‘next to my bed and just cried for help. 
No one passed by or heard me. Then I 
‘was ashamed that I had acted like a baby. 
I did not know how to explain to my par- 
ents, but thought it awful that no one 
‘would stay home with a sick child, and I 
wanted to get up.

doctor’s edict, however, who pronounced 
me well the next day. All glory, and 
honor, and praise to His great name! 


From that time on some strange things 
were going on in my little heart. Not yet 
going to school, I discerned that the peo- 
ple, even my people, did not live up to 
what they confessed, and a hunger came 
into my heart to become a teacher of the 
Jews and instruct them in the ways of God, 
in the true way of holiness. I was often 
scolded for telling the truth and would 
tell my parents to do the right thing if they 
did not want me to tell on them. This 
desire to became a teacher was with me till 
I should choose a career for myself in my 
studies when I was about ten years old. 
I emphatically declared my choice. My 
parents took my teacher in Hebrew into 
their counsel, and my application was de- 
nied; firstly, because I was of a tender con- 
stitution; secondly, because the job did not 
pay very well. Praise the Lord! His ways 
are not our ways, but they are best. I was 
then sent to a high school, but only for a 
few weeks. I could not forget my first 
love for God and man. I came home and 
continued in the public school. My interest 
was then called to electricity, and I wanted 
to follow the profession of an electrical en- 
gineer. A physician was asked this time 
who advised in the affirmative, as this 
would enable me to be much in the open 
air. I then followed this course, graduat- 
ing from the University of Darmstadt as 
electrical engineer in 1903.

of them are Gentiles, is indeed a mystery 
that can be explained only upon the ground 
that large numbers of expositors of the 
Bible do not believe that what the Bible 
says is true but that man is justified in 
explaining what is written in the Word in 
such a way as best suits his own fancy or 
his own pet theory or theories. That God 
has a spiritual Israel is undoubtedly true. 
And that this spiritual Israel includes Gen- 
tiles as well as Jews the Word of God most 
But the portion of the 
Word we are considering is not dealing 
with the heavenly seed of Abraham, but 
with the earthly seed, and this is made 
doubly clear by the mention of the various 
tribes. It would seem that the Holy 
Spirit has caused the names of the tribes 
to be here recorded in order that man 
might not go astray in his interpretation; 
and yet, perhaps there is scarcely a portion 
of the Word that has suffered more at the 
hands of expositors than has this portion. 
Mark Seven Things Concerning the 
Sealed Ones 

1. The personage by whom they were 
sealed. An angel here spoken of as “an- 
other angel.” Not one of the four. Some 
have supposed he was Christ. But while 
Christ is sometimes spoken of as an “an- 
gel,” this angel in my opinion, is not 
Christ. 

2. The instrument by means of which 
the sealing was done. “The seal of the liv- 
ing God.” 

3. The character of the sealed ones. 
“Servants of our God.” The rapture will 
have taken place at the time of this seal- 
ing; the “many sons” (Heb. 2:10) will 
have gone up to be present at the marriage 
feast. 

4. The time when the sealing was ac- 
complished. Before the storm broke, “the 
four winds” representing the forces of de- 
structive energy straining to be released 
that they might begin their work of de- 
struction and devastation. 

5. The place in the bodies of the sealed 
ones where they were sealed. “In their 
foreheads.” Here it could be seen by all, 
by those who would protect them and by 
those who would destroy them. The wor- 
shipers of the beast will have a mark, “in 
their right hand, or in their foreheads” 
(13:16), but those sealed by the angel 
with “the seal of the living God” will be 
sealed only in their foreheads.
